Hence care must be taken in the choice of 
a camera; for there is such a wide variety of 
types and prices that one is apt to be be- 
wildered and persuaded to buy an outfit more 
suitable to a professional or an advanced 
amateur than a novice. 


For Practice. 


Amateurs’ cameras fall into two classes— 
those with a fixed focus and fixed shutter 
speed, as in a “box ” camera, and those, as 
in the folding camera, where a certain amount 
of calculation and discretion must be used in 
adjusting the focus and choosing the shutter 
speed. The box camera is absolutely “' fool- 
proof’? when used within its obvious limita- 
tions, and an admirable choice as a very first 
camera for the complete novice; but its limi- 
tations will sooh be realised, and one’s ambi- 
tion to produce a wider range of snapshots 
will soon lead to the purchase of a better 
camera. 

The uses of a box camera are more or less 
confined to snapshots of still or slowly- 
moving objects at a distance of from nine to 
twelve feet, and on bright, sunny days. On 
the other hand, better cameras will take fine 
snapshots of almost every conceivable kind. 


The Ideal Camera. 


The ideal type of camera, in My opinion, 
for the woman who has had a little experi- 
ence with a box camera, is a folding camera, 
costing approximately £3 10s. For this money 
a first-class lens, an f6.5 anastigmat, and 
shutter speeds varying from one-hundredth 


of a second to one-twenty-fifth, can be 
obtained, The same camera, but with a 
less fine lens, can be bought for about 
£2 15s. 


This camera is easily loaded in daylight. 
The roll of film, which, gives eight pictures, 
is quickly a into the back of the 
camera, and when it, has been used it has 
merely to be slipped 6ut and secured with 
the gummed label attached to it, handed 
to the chemist for developing and printing, 
and the job is complered in twenty-four 
hours. Having seen the results, it is then

An enlargement of a snapshot taken with 
a good lens always improves the picture.

INCREASE IN COAL 
QUOTA, 


An increase in the German quota for 
British coal has been achieved by a trade 
treaty, the text of which has been issued 
for publication ‘this morning. . 

When the quota for British coal 
imported inte the German Customs. terri- 
tory was reduced to 200,000 tons a month 
in February, 1932, and to 100,000 tons a 
month in April the same year, thy British 
Government made strong protests. The 
German Government, on their side, con- 
tended that certain Customs duties were 
especially injurious to their trade “and 
asked that they should be discassed with 
a view to their reduction. . 

Negotiations strictly limited to these 
issues have resulted in an agreement under 
which the quota for British coal is to be 
nearly doubled, and on the other side cer- 
tain Customs duties in this country are 
to be reduced. 4 

The agreement provides that the British 
coal qnota shall in no case be less than 
180.00) tens a month, and that it shall 
increase in proportion to the increase in 
the consugnption of coal in Germany. 


CONCESSIONS, 


The restrictions on imports of British 
coal into Germany do not apply to coal 
used for bunkers and in the free port areas, 
which amounts to a very large quantity.

15th. In unofficial circles this dementi, 
if it is one, is regarded as a diplomatic 
denial. 


HERRIOT’S ATTITUDE.

If the motion is taken on Wednesday 
next, and if, as is assumed, a majority 
of the Dail votes for it, the Oath Bill 
may be sent at once for signature by the 
Governor-General.

DUBLIN MEETING’S 
DEMAND.

FAILURE MAY MEAN A 
STRIKE. 
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From Ovr Inpustrrat CORRESPONLENT.: 


EMBERS of the Executive Com- 
mittees of the National Union of 
Railwaymen and the Associated Society of 
Locomotive Engineers’ and Firemen 
visited Ireland during the present week 
and were in conference, together with local 
officials, representatives of the Great 
Northern and Northern Counties Com- 
mittee (London, Midland and Scottish) 
Railways in connection with a number of 
minor questions which have arisen as a 
result of the strike and the subsequent 
settlement. 

Many of the railwaymen who have been 
re-absorbed in the service of the various 
companies are said to be receiving only 
two or three days work every week up to 
the present. The National Union of 
Railwaymen members receive an allowance 
from their union for every day upon which 
they are unemployed. 


MEN’S MEETING. ' 


A talk of strike action was heard at a.

Mr. J. Noctor, chairman of the Dublin

to restore our holidays with pay. 

“ We call on all country branches to 
set up the necessary machinery with this 
end in view.” 


THE RAILWAY CLERKS. 


According to the Railway Clerks’ 
Association, a fairly large number of 
clerks who were laid off during the rail- 
way strike have not yet been absorbed. 
The areas affected most are Beifast, Porta- 
down and, to a smaller extent, Dundalk. 

The Association also complains that in 
some districts the seniority clause in the 
agreement has not been observed.

THE QUESTION OF 
DISCRIMINATION, 


Mr. Wedgwood (Labour, Newcastle- 
under-Lyme), in the House of Commons 
yesterday, asked the Chancellor of the 
exchequer if he could give information as 
to the class of bond or delt upon which 
the Canadian extra tax is levied if held 
in Great Britain; whether it applies to 
holders in the United States, and what 
estimate he has made of “the cost to the 
British Treasury by refunds and loss of 
income tax. 

Mr. Chamberlain—I am still not clear 
as to the precise scope of the Canadian 
proposals, The actual text of the legisla- 
tion is not yet available, and until it 
is available I could not add anything to 
the reply I gave on lith April. 

Mr. Wedgwood asked if the Chancellor 
was aware of the disastrous nature of the 
proposals, and if he would make represen- 
tations to the Canadian Government on 
the point of discrimination as between the 
bond-holders of one country and another. 

Mr. Chamberlain—I appreciate the im- 
portance of what the hon. meinber has just 
said, but it is desirable to wait in order 
to see the exact text of this legislation 
before I think of making representations. 

Mr. Wedgwood—Would it not be 
possible to influence the text if steps were 
tuken beforehand ? 

Mr. Chamberlain—Possibly ; but it has 
not yet even been published, so far as I 
know.

WELVE months ago, when igs. 
I almost on the eve of the opening of. 


the athletic year in this country, Í 
hazarded the opinion that it would be “' the 
most momentous in the history of Irish 
athletics.” We were to have the Tailteann 
Games, we were sending a team to the 
Olympic Games, and at Los Angeles the case 
of the National Athletic and Cycling 
Association against the Amateur Association 
of England was to be considered and 
adjudicated upon, The Olympic Games, to 
an extent, marred the success of the Tail- 
teann festival, but we did remarkably well 
at Los Angeles—in the Stadium, In the 
international court, so to speak, we were 
disappointed. : i 

At least, that is the well-considered verdict 
of many old-time athletes experienced in the 
intricacies of the politics of the sport, al- 
though the refusal of the International 
Federation to discuss the position created by 
the interference of the A.A.A. (England) in 
Irish domestic affairs was considered by 
others as a triumph for the N.A.C.A. So 
far as the Olympic Games are concerned, 
there does not seem to be any doubt, how- 
ever, but that the position remains as it was, 
that ‘‘ Ireland’”’ retains its status, but recent 
occurrences at home have revealed that gener- 
ally it is anything but satisfactory. As a 
matter of fact, it has become even more com- 
plicated than it was a year ago, and the man 
in the street certainly has no doubt as to 
what the latest developments really mean for 
athletics in the Free State. 

A SERIOUS CRISIS. 

The crisis set in just prior to the irter- 
national “ cross-country race at Newport 
.(Mon,).» It leaked out some time before the 
‘names of, the competing countries were offi- 
tially announced that af them would be 
“the Irish Free State ” and ' Northern Ire- 
land ”; and shortly afterwards, and when 
the Northern Ireland Association had held 
its championship for the purpose of select- 
ing the team. for the big race, the Council 
of the N.A.C.A. met, and suspended the 
athletes who competed in the race at Belvoir 
Park, and also the officials who managed 
the meeting. 

The N.A.C.A, team to represent not the 
‘Free State,” but Ireland, went to New- 
port; but the meeting of the International 
Cross-Country Union, deciding to postpone 
action in the dispute between the N.A.C.A. 
and the N.I.A.C.A. for twelve months, and 
according to the request of England to permit 
the Northern Association team to compete, 
the team that was to have run for Ireland, 
and officially accepted as Ireland, was with- 
drawn. 

* But the matter did not end there. The 
Northern Ireland Association met, and after 
reviewing the situation brought about by 
England, Scotland and Wales at, Newport, 
suspended a number of N.A.C.A. athletes, 
Mar a issued a solemn warning to all whom 
it might concern regarding their future con- 
duct in Irish athletics. It reiterated its de- 
termination to stand no more nonsense, 
re-asserted its right to govern the sport in 
the six counties,.making it pretty clear that 
it had finished once and for all with the 
* South.” That is‘ how the matter stands. 

With the two Irish Associations in such a, 
nasty humour there is little hope for a; 
settlement of the points at issue. Neither 
seems in the least inclined to yield an inch! 
It is not an alluring prospect for the 1933, 
season in this country. 

It looks as if before long Ireland as an; 
international factor in athletics will have 
been obliterated, and that the country will, 
be, for the purposes of  athletics,\ 
cycling and cross-country running, as 
completely divided as it is politically. : 

WORK FOR ALL TO DO. 


There are, however, many sensible men 
associated with the sport in this country, 
and the outlook may not be guite as black as 
it seems. The good sense of sportsmen -is 
almost certain to assert itself, sooner or 
later, and what at the moment appears to be 
an sm ible problem may in time be 
solved for the lasting benefit of athletics. 
Meanwhile, it is clear that the two associa- 
tions will continue to work independently. 
There is plenty for each to do and but for 
our domestic troubles, one could sav that 
the future for Irish athletics is bright. 
do not know if the N.I.A.C.A. is busying 
itself in the colleges and schools, but the 
Southern Association certainly is. It 
realises what the development of athletics 
in our educational establishments means for 
the future, and while the spórt is being by 
no means neglected outside the colleges and 
schools, much more attention than ey 
is being given to them. Similar good wor 
can be accomplished by the Northern body 
in its area, but it will be handicapped in its 
efforts round; for it has local .dissen- 
tions to contend with that the N.A.C.A. has

ATHLETIC FIXTURES. 
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The Gaelic’ athletic year begins and ends 
with the annual Easter Congress, so the pre- 
sent time is opportune to review the position 
and prospects of the distinctly native games, 
to discuss the sources of their steady advance 


| and point out such weaknesses as may lend 


themselves to correction, 

If we except the initiai years in the early 
‘eighties, when enthusiasm for the new 
organisation swept the country and over- 
whelmed the administrative side, no years 
have seen such progress as those of the im- 
mediate past, and 1932-3 may be marked as a 
record year. For the first time, all cham- 
Dargah mh, junior and minor, in both 

urling and football—were finished to 
schedule. Objections, a prolific source of 
trouble and delay in the past, dwindled to 
the vanishing point, whilst the good sports- 
manship and jrunctuality of the bliana 
egualled the enthusiasm of the spectators, 
who flock in ever-increasing numbers to the 
important fixtures. 

Public support has been dsttering but the 
fact is that the fare offered grows in quality 
yearly, and patrons have been rewarded by 
stirring contests, where no unseemly incident 
through the season under te disturbed 
the competitions, and where the keenest and 
most strenuous games were played to decision 
with admirable self-control and despatch. 

For many years the controlling Councils 
were struggling financially. Heavy expendi- 
ture in the purchase and equipment of 
grounds, travelling, training and injury 
claims, handica a the promoters, To-day 


holding assets touching the £50,000 mark. 
The Croke Park Stadium is now a credit to 
the Association and completely out of debt, 
whilst the Leinster, Munster and Connaught 
Councils, having purchased and financed over 
twenty-five sports grounds, have substantial 
reserve funds. Ulster alone is struggling in 
this respect, but a tightening of the adminis- 
tration there with the rapid growth in club 
strength will, with the aid of the sister pro- 
vinces, set the Ulster Council on a staple 
basis before the jubilee year of 1934. 

There can be no denying the revolution in 
G.A.A. administration which recent years 
have wrought, Loose, slipshod methods 
have given place to business-like procedure 
and public auditing of accounts. All Coun- 
cil meetings are thrown open to the Press, 
and the Press has, responded in a healthy, 
sympathetic way to the great advantage of 
the Association and native games. The 
Councils are manned by young, enthusiastic 
Irishmen of high talents, and to them, as 
well as to the players, from the all-Ireland 
champions to the primary schoolboys, the 
present flourishing condition of the Associa. 
tion is due, 

Leinster captured the bulk of the trophies 
in 1932-3, winning both Railway Cups, the 
Senior Hurling Phcannineuhin (Kilkenny), 
the Junior Hurling (Dublin) and the Junior 
Football (Louth); Munster captured the 
Senior Football Championship (Kerry) and 
the Minor Hurling (Tipperary); Connaught 
| figured CHAR Km Í in more than one final, 
but the only trophy secured by Ulster was 
thé College Football “Championship, which 
they won last week in a decisive way. 

It is regretted that the traditional game 
of hurling, whilst winning high favour from 
spectators home and foreign, flourishes in a 
limited number of counties only. Broadly, 
its popularity is confined to that half of our 
‘island lying south of the line drawn from 
the Boyne estuary to Connemara. This is a 
matter which demands immediate attention. 
‘Hurling is a game which must be mastered 


iyoung. For this reason the uniform spread 


of the game must be sought through the 
schools—secondary and primary. e im- 
mediate success ‘of the Newry Christian 
.Brothers’ boys proves how readily youngsters 
learh the game. 

Though the Hurling League (won by Kil- 
kenny) was a definite success, it only served 
to show the dominance of & few counties 
over many, whilst the Football National 
League was very disappointing. A revision 
of grouping, with more regard to geogra- 
phical position, and a complete adjustment 
of dates, are essential here, National Leagues 
must be pushed forward with the same 
despatch as, championships, and the success 
of the Four Counties League (Meath, 
Monaghan, Louth and Armagh) is a 
definite argument in favour of adjacency of 
groups. 


Ty Another matter for correction is the unsatas- 


factory position of championships in many 
counties. Instead of starting in March and 
finishing in June, before the inter-county 
games are under way, they open as late as 
April in many centres and frequently drag 
on to the new year. i 

The international aspect oí the games. is 
advaneing slowly, and the most constructive 
effort yet attempted was initiated in the 1933 
Congress, when a programme of international 
matches, hurling and shinty, was approved. 
Next month this programme opens in Glas- 
ow, when a selection of hurlers from the 

rish Universities travel to bf a pick of the 
shinty men in the Scottish Universities where 
the Highland game is widely played. In 
America, too, several schools have taken up 
hurling enthusiastically, and the successful 
visit of a strong South African team to last 
year’s Tailteann marked another forward step 
in this direction. 

Altogether the gs Ages for the 1933/4 
year are bright, and the fiftieth anniversary

SUMMER. PREPARATIONS. 

Writing on this sa in the Weekly 
Irish Times, the. Garden Correspondent 
says :— 

It. is necessary for the success of comparatively 
anys plants destined for planting out 
the end of May or the first. week in 
Yom that they should undergo what is 
«technically termed “‘ hardening off ’’—that 
is, inuring them to the changed condi- 
tions from glass protection to exposure ; 
otherwise abrupt transition gives them a 
check, and in some cases it is too far on 
towards autumn before recovery comes. 
in the case of the garden frame, and such 
plants as the, Tuberous Begonia, probably 
most important of summer bedders, it is 
an easy matter by timely ventilation and 
peng the sashes for a couple of hours 
during dull, mild spells; but in the case 
of larger plants, as, for instance, 
Geraniums in the greenhouse, it is not 
so easy, and the advantage of skeleton 
framework in a sheltered spot for nightiy 
matting up is obvious.
